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“1! Jesus sat down opposite the place where the offerings were put and watched the 
crowd putting their money into the temple treasury. Many rich people threw in 
large amounts. 


“2 But a poor widow came and put in two very small copper coins, worth only a 
few cents. 


‘8 Calling his disciples to him, Jesus said, “Truly I tell you, this poor widow has put 
more into the treasury than all the others. 


“4 They all gave out of their wealth; but she, out of her poverty, put in everything — 
all she had to live on.” 


Message: 


“The widow gave the last of what little money she had as a gesture of her sincere 
devotion to God. Her commitment to her faith is greater than those who live wealthy 
and comfortably, and who give a small portion of what they could potentially give. 
The lesson to be learned is not just of tithes to the church or contributions to charity, 
but also a lesson of personal sacrifice to God in the form of how we give of ourselves 
to those who have less or those who are in need. What personal sacrifice do we 
make for God? We Glorify God in our thoughts, our words, our actions, and in 
situations involving self restraint, and self discipline, our in-actions. Right now, we 
can offer God obedience, evangelism, time spent in his word, and love. By living in 
accordance with his Word and Christ’s example and teachings, we Glorify God. Let 
us remember Matthew 25:40 which reads “'Truly I tell you, whatever you did for 
one of the least of these brothers and sisters of mine, you did for me.”
